Try Frozen 
Desserts 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


As the warmer days come, the froz- 
en desserts should find place upon the 
family table. Why don’t women 
make them more often than they do? 
Simply because they believe that to 
make a freezer full of frozen strawber- 
ties is much more trouble than to 
make a lemon pie. But is it? 

The freezers on the market are 
simple of construction and easily save 
theit cost in the first few weeks of 
their use. <A freezer making as lit- 
tle as a pint, may be obtained in the 
shops. A pint gives two or three 
portions. 

For general use, one-third as much 
salt as.ice is used. The salt must be 
the coarse salt sold for this special 
purpose.’ The ice should be placed 
in a stout canvas bag and crushed 
with a mallet until quite fine. Large 
sharp pieces of ice have been known 
to pierce the tin containing the ma- 
terial to be frozen. 

A freezer should never be filled 
more than three-fourths full, for 
any mixture expands in freezing. 

Now for recipes. A free-hand cook 
really needs very few recipes. For 
instance, if you remember that a froz- 
en dessert never tastes as sweet as it 
really is, you will know when you 
taste the mixture before it is frozen 
that it must taste unusually sweet to 
be “just right” when it is frozen, The 
simplest frozen dessert, perhaps, is 
lemon pie. - To make -this, prepare 
an unusually sweet lemonade. A lit- 
tle of the grated rind intensifies the 
flavor of the lemonade. Freeze and 


serve. 
For orange pie, prepare a very 
sweet orangeade containing some 


orange. rind, as well as part lemon 
juice. In fact, most every fruit ice 
contains part lemon juice. This pre- 
vents an otherwise insipid taste. 

Frozen berries are prepared by add- 
ing one-half as.much crushed and/S 
sweetened berries as you have sweet 
lemonade. 
. In freezing any ice it is not neces- 
sary to turn the handle continuously. 
A turn now and then is sufficient. 
When the handle begins to turn 
“hard,” carefully remove the top of 
the can to prevent salty wafer from 
entering and spoiling the contents of 
the can, scrape off the dasher, if rere 
is one, and replace the cover. 

Plug up the hole in the cover etit 

a cork or other device, add salt and 
He to the pail and wrap a plece of 
carpet or heavy blanket over the 
freezer to prevent undue melting. 
Allow the freezer to remain undis- 
turbed for an hour or longer before 
serving, if convenient.

Benefit Derived From the Accerdited 
Herd Plan for Control of Tuber- 
culosis in Cattle, 

A few years ago the United States 
breeders of pure-bred cattle, recog- 
nizing the necessity of more effective 
measures for the control of tubercu- 
losis, arranged a conference with offi- 
cials of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try at Washington, the result of 
which was the adoption of what is 
known as the Accerdited Herd Plan, 
meaning that the herd had been thor- 
oughly tested and found entirely free 
from any symptoms of tuberculosis. 
The plan proved so successful (over 
a thousand herds being accredited in 
a brief period) that a decision was 
arrived at to adopt the system in 
Canada Regulations were promul- 
gated which came into force in Sep- 
tember, 1919, and have proved grati- 
fyingly successful, a number of herds 
having been accredited while many 
others are under test. There is now 
an agreement between Canada and 
the United States that cattle from ac-

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Record of Stewart Government is 
One of Inspiring Achivement 


Even E. F. Ewing, Leader of One Faction of the Opposition, Has No Serious 
Criticism to Make of Administration’s Record. 


N the manifesto recently issued by Mr, Ewing, the main burden 
of his criticism is “the staggering debt of the province.” The 
manifesto is full of glaring inaccuracies, He places the indebt- 

edness of the province, for instance, at sixty-three million dollars. 
That is not true, and in maikng that statement Mr. Ewing not only 
attempts to destroy the financial standing of the province, but also 
impugns the character of all the Canadian and U.S. Bond Houses 
who have purchased Alberta Bonds. It is a well known fact that 
no bond house will purchase provincial bonds without first investi- 
gating the financial condition of the province and experts are al- 
ways called in for that purpose. Their official finding is incorpor- 
ated in the prospectus, issued when the bonds are placed , the 
market, Such a prospectus, issued on Dec, 31, 1920, laced We A 
berta debt as $41,989,900, less a sinking fund account of $1,231,159 
and telephone untility indebtedness amounting to $15,834.90, mak- 
ing a net debt of $24,924,345.90. 

Mr. Ewing does not know, although he ought to know, that no 
municipality in the Dominion does include, or is expected to in- 
clude, utilit ybonds in any statemento of its net debt.. Mr. Ewing 
also includes university bonds and other guaranteed bonds in his 
statement of the general. debt, whereas they are but an indirect 
obligation, and are fully covered by assets and mortgages, alto- 
gether separate and distinet from the assets belonging to the prov- 
ince, 

Mr. Ewing speaks of the indebtedness of the province as if it 
were money thrown away, never to return, with not a cent to show 
for it... He reminds one of an amateur accountant, puzzling his 
brains to discover the story that the books really tell, and finally 
making a haphazard guess at it. If he cared to do so, he could 
find out that represented in the indebtedness of the province are 
reproductive undertakings, such as the telephon system, which is 
a wonderful asset, and could be readily disposed of for twice what 
it cost the province. 

And then, included in the indebtedness are revenue-producing’ 
investments amounting to about seven million dollars. The prov- 
ince is drawing interest on these investments and the principal is 
secured. Nearly eighteen million dollars are rpresented in indi- 
rectly productive works, all of which can be properly included as 


‘assets of the province. 


VALUABLE ASSETS OF PROVINCE, 
Mr. Ewing referred in his manifesto to the public debt. He 
did not refer to a single asset. He did not say that the assets of 
the province are of the most valuable kind and that the province 
has something to show for every dollar expended. Mr. Ewing 
knows very well that the province of Alberta cannot be developed 
without the borrowing and expenditure of money. He also knows 


- that all the money thus far borrowed has been expended wisely 


and with due regard to the public interest, and that the govern- 
ment policy in this respect has resulted in a development that is 
little short of amazing. 

Mr. Ewing is just as glaringly inaccurate when he speaks of 
the Supplementary Revenue Tax as being “first introduced under 
the name of the Patriotic Tax Act.” ‘hat is also not true. The 
Patriotic Tax Act was introduced solely for the benefit of the Can- 
adian Patriotic fund, and not one cent of it was diverted to the 
general revenue of the province. The Supplementary Tax Act of 
1918 was an independent méasure entirely, and contained no refer- 
ence to “patriotic requirements.” It constituted the first general 
tax ‘6n the people of the province as a whole, and is the, only di- 
rect tax in existence. It is a very light charge on land values. 

Mr. Ewing’s “manifesto” is really a compliment to the govern- 
ment. He makes no reference to, and has no criticism to make of 
the great volume of legislation placed on the statute books by the 
Liberal administrations of Alberta since 1905, culminating in the 
splendid measures for which the Stewart government has been re- 
sponsible, 

There is net a word in Mr, Ewing's manifesto about the out- 
standing Educational Policy of the government, by which Alberta 
has set the pace for advanced educational systems elsewhere, Not 
a word about the policy of equal opportunity for all school children 
throughout the province. Not a word about the fect that Alberta’s 
4,300 schools are now operating one hundred per cent, strong, with 
only 230 permit teacher's in the whole of the province, Not a word 
about the government’s policy of raising the standard of teacher 
training, oy of the pracitce to lend, particularly to rural teachers, 
government funds up to-$400 in each case, repayable over a period 
of two years after graduation, thus leading to more competent 
teacher's and a largely increased teacher supply. Not a word about 


the policy of ensuring continuous operation of rural schools, and, 


more contented rural teacher's, by paying one-third of the cost of 
building and furnishing teachers’ residences, Not a word about 
the policy of allowing children in the rural schools to write their 
high school entrance examinations at their own schools, instead of 
compelling them to go.to the towns and cities for the purpose at 
great expense, Nota word about the policy of carrying high 


school education to the rural districts. Not a word about the gov- 
ernment’s solution of the problem of over-crowded rural schools, 
and the present practice of voting three times the usual grant to 
:wo-room schools. Not a word, in short, about the government's 
policy of equal educational opportunity for all school children in 
the province. Not » word about the government s slogan of schovl 
facilities for«\eiy child and every child at schoo’, 


MR. EWING’S CURIOUS SILENCE 

‘Yake the government’s legislation for women and children, 
Not a word from Mr. Ewing on the subject! Surely if he had any 
criticism to make, he would have said so in his manifesto! Mrs, 
H. M. Edwards, of Macleod, president of the Provincial Council of 
Women, in the preface of her book on “The Legal Status of the 
Women of Alberta,” says: 

é “The women of Alberta are more alg in regard to 

legal status than are those of any other province in Can- 

ada, ‘The government’s appreciation of the work of the 

women in standing shoulder to shoulder with their men 

folk in the development of their country has been shown 

by giving them the premier place in the Dominion. Al- 

berta was the first province in Canada to call women to a 

legislative assembly, the first to ask a woman to accept a 

judge’s seat in the courts of justice, and the first to hand 

her aldermanic honors, Alberta was the first province to 

grant equal provincial and municipal suffrage ragrdless 

of sex distinction ; the first to grant absolute equal parent- 

al rights, not only as co-guardian, but giving the mother 

in 1920 every right in her child that had been exclusively 

held by the father, even to sharing with the father his 

_ rights in the intestate estate of the son or daughter.” ‘ 

inere are other laws affecting women, such as'the Dower act 
of 1917, by which the preporty is reserved to the wife not only dur- 
ing ‘he lifetime of her husband, but after his death and during her. 
lifetime. Then there is the Exemption from Seizures Ordinance 
of 1915, which protects the family homestead from seizure under 
execution, and gives adequate protection to every home. A wife 
is also now entitled by common law to all rents and profits from 


_her own real estate, the title formerly resting with the husband. 


A form of widow’s pension is provided by the Mother’s Allowance 
Act, whereby the government pays to every mother requiring as- 
sistance a sum sufficient to enable her to raise’and educate her 
family, half the cost being borne by the government, and the other 
half by the municipality in which she resides, The Married 
Womens’ Relief Act protects a widow’s interest in her husband's 
estate, notwithstanding provisions of a will to the contrary, the 
question of her rights being left for a Supreme court judge to 
decide. 

Mr. Ewing in his manifesto says not a word about all this bene- 
ficient legislation on behalf of women and children. He appar- 


ently has no criticism to make, and is not willing to give credit 
- where credit is due. 


GOVERNMENT’S SPLENDID RECORD. 

The electors of the province can form only one eonclusion from 
Mr. Ewing's studied silence on all these subjects, and that he has 
no criticism to make of the general record of the ‘government. 
‘That being the case, there is only one thing to do— 

In the same way Mr. Ewing is silent about the splendid policy 
of the government on behalf of agriculture and kindred interests. 
He has not a word to say about the way the government, during 
the crop failures in certain districts during the years 1918, 1919, 
1920, came to the assistance of the farmers to the tune of $1, 200,- 
000. Not a word about the Co-Operative Credit Act, by which fif- 
teen or more farmers may organize themselves into a mutual cred- 
it society, and secure short term loans from banks at the lowest pos 
sible rate of interest, the government standing behind these soci- 
eties with a full guarantee of the borrowing. Not a word about 


the six splendid agricultural schools of the province, known from ~ 


one end of the Dominion to the other, or of the College of Agricul- 
ture at the University, providing higher channels of study for the. 
graduates of these schools. Not a word about the famous “Cow 
ill,” by which settlers in newer districts are able to’ secure cattle 
under government loans. Not a word about the Farm Machinery 
Act, by which farmers are protected from unscrupulous machin- 
ery ‘and other contracts. Not a word about the Hon, Duncan Mar- 
shall’s splendid fight for the removal of the embargo or about the 
large number of acts not mentioned above for the encouragement 
and protection of Alberta’s basic industries 

Mr. Ewing is also curiously silent about the government’s pol- 
icy of providing means for getting in and out of the rural districts ; 
of its appropriation this year of two and one-quarter millions tor 
reads, bridges and ferries, making a total appropriation in five 
years for that purpose of six and one-half million dvllars, Not a 
word from Mr, Ewing about the government’s magnificent irriga- 
tion policy, although people of all shades of political thought 
throughout the province have praised the government for its ac- 


tion in this respect. save 


Not a word from Mr. Ewing about the out She sousmmaeants policy of 
obtaining wider markets for Alberta coal—a pokey res 
ed-in increasing the annual output of coal in the last two years 
from 5,00,0000 to 7,000,000 tons.
